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BREVARD  INSTITUTE  is  the  outgrowth  of  the  Brevard 
Epworth  School,  founded  in  1895  by  Rev.  Fitch  Taylor,  and  aided 
by  the  Leagues  and  Suiiday  Schools  of  the  Western  North  Caro- 
lina Conference  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  South.  The  school  and  the 
conference  suffered  a  great  loss  when  Mr.  Taylor  died  in  Bro- 
vard,  March  16,  1909.  His  life  was  a  benediction  to  all  who  knew 
him. 

Due  to  lack  of  sufficient  financial  support,  Mr.  Taylor  ran 
his  school  under  disadvantages.  The  enterprise  was  finally  sus- 
pended and  remained  dormant  for  two  years.  The  Board  o" 
Trustees  at  last  offered  to  finish  and  furnish  the  school  building 
and  to  turn  the  property  over  to  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  So- 
ciety of  the  same  Church.  The  proposal  was  accepted,  and  the 
enterprise  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  women  in  June,  1903,  E. 
E.  Bishop  being  made  principal.  On  October  20th,  the  school  was 
opened  with  an  enrollment  of  fifty  students,  two  of  whom  were 
boarders.  The  house  was  enlarged  the  second  year  to  accommo- 
date increased  patronage,  and  the  school  grew  steadily  year  by 
year. 

In  1907,  the  Woman's  Board  needed  the  services  of  Mr.  Bishop 
to  develop  their  Vashti  Home.  Mr.  C.  H.  Trowbridge  was  ekcted 
to  take  his  place,  and  served  faithfully  and  efficiently  until  1923, 
when  he  resigned  and  was  elected  President  of  Weaver  College. 
His  successor,  Mr.  O.  H.  Orr,  accomplished  much  during  the  next 
four  years  in  the  way  of  placing  the  school  upon  a  secure  basis, 
both  financially  and  educationally;  he  resigned  in  1927  to  become 
cashier  of  the  Pisgah  Bank  of  Brevard. 

J.  F.  Winton  served  the  school  as  Superintendent  from  1927 
to  1932.  He  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Daisy  Ritter,  a  member  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council,  who  comes  to  the  school  with  a 
leputaticn  as  a  capable  executive,  and  with  wide  experience  in 
institutional    management. 

Brevard  Institute  is  rated  as  a  class  A  High  School,  fully  ac- 
credited by  the  North  Carolina  State  Department  of  Education. 
Our  graduates  enter  College  without  examinations.

Mr.  R.  Y.  Neel,  formerly  a  member  of  the  Institute  faculty, 
annually  awards  a  medal  to  the  winner  of  the  declamation  con- 
test. Miss  Mable  Jetton,  also  a  former  faculty  membsr,  who  is 
now  in  foreign  mission  work  at  Santa  Maria,  Brazil,  annually 
awards  a  medal  to  the  winner  of  the  recitation  contest.  These 
contests  are  always  an  interesting  part  of  our  commencement  pro- 
gram, and  always  attract  a  good  audience.  The  winner  of  the 
R.  Y.  Neal  Medal  for  1932  was  Mr.  Russell  Henderson  of  Ashe- 
ville,  N.  C  ,  while  Miss  Cornelia  Cathey,  of  Skyland,  N.  C,  was 
the  successful  contestant  for  the  Mable  Jetton  Medal. 

The  Ralph  H.  Zachary  Medal,  annually  donated  by  Messrs. 
Jack  and  Ralph  H.  Zachary,  Jr.,  honoring  the  memory  of  their 
father,  was  won  this  year  by  Miss  Ruble  Scott  ox  Union,  S.  C.

The  Brevard  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Rev- 
olution, with  a  view  to  cultivating  a  larger  and  more  intelligent 
interest  in  the  study  of  the  history  and  l;'Jckgrounds  of  Ameri- 
can Life  &  Culture,  have  instituted  the  award  of  a  medal  to  the 
pupil  in  the  seventh  grade  who  attains  the  highest  mark  in  Amer- 
ican History.  The  medal  this  year  was  won  by  Miss  Paulina 
Wi  nz,  of  Asheville,  N.  C.
